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Compugraphic seeks 
four-story building 


Compugraphic is expanding to the 
North. 


For some Massachusetts firms, 
that would mean a move to New 
Hampshire, but for the Wilmington 
firm, the expansion is only two miles 
north, to North Wilmington. 

In what is seen as the first step of a 
major expansion, Compugraphic is 
seeking to build a four-story building 
on Ballardvale Street, near Route 125. 

Engineering for the building is not 
yet complete, but the estimated value 
is between five and seven million 
dollars. It will contain 200,000 square 
feet of space 

On ‘Tuesday evening, Com- 
pugraphic officials presented their 
plans to the Wilmington Board of 
Appeals. | Zoning bylaws in 
Wilmington do not allow the building 
of more than two and one-half stories. 
A total of seven variances are sought. 

The proposed will house 
the company's data processing, 
research and engineering operations, 
encompassing between 800 and 1000 


employees. 
The site of the proposed building, in 
North Wilmington, is the property on 


which stood the home of John Robert 
Evans, before Route 93 was con- 
structed. The lot faces Ballardvale 
Street with a frontage of 1051 feet, and 
is 21.37 acres in area. It is north of 
Route 125 and south of the old 
Ballardvale Street, with the westerly 
bound being Route 93. 

It formerly belonged to the Tam- 
bone Corporation of Reading, which 
purchased it in 1978 for $450,000, The 
valuation at that time was about 
$22,500 an acre. 

Land on the easterly side of 
Ballardvale Street at Route 125 is 
owned by the Murray Real Estate 
interests of Burlington. The lot now 
hes 14.792 acres, with about 270 feet of 
frontage. Murray recently sold one 
acre off this lot for $21,057. Com- 
pugraphic has a purchase and sale 
agreement with Murray for the 
balance of this land. 

Of some interest is the fact that Bob 
Evans still owns land in the area, Mr. 
Evans retained for himself, at the 
time he sol¢’ his farm, about one acre 
on the corner of Route 125 and 
Ballardvale Street. It is on the 
easterly side of Ballardvale Street.

Yes, The Bird very definitely is The 
Word - and the Celtics know that it 
will take the 6'9” Indiana State star - 
he of the 31.0 points a game average to 
go along with 15 rebounds per game 
and an .878 free throw percentage. - 
and at least two more quality players 
to stem the losing tide that has 
enveloped the ancient Garden. 

Red Aurebach is not the innocent 
victim in the decline.

TommyHeinsohn felt at the 
time that they couldn't get along 
without the former UCLA 
wunderkind. 

Levin didn't draft Clarence Glover, 
Glenn McDonald and Tom Boswell 
‘There were other Auerbach draftees 
who fell on their faces, but thankfully 
they don't come to mind. 

While Red took much of the credit 
during the glory years he at least 
should be granted some of the blame 
for the team's slide in the NBA sludge 
that has long been the home of the 
Pistons, Jazz's and Hawks of this 
world. 

‘The once-proud Celtics have seen all 
of that tradition come tumbling down 
around them just two and one half 
years after winning an NBA title in a 
memorable six game tussle with the 
then surprising Phoenix Suns. 


‘The fun we had watching Havilcek, 
Cowens, Nellie, White and Silas wage 
war against the hated Knicks is gone 
forever - and the sooner I realize that 
fact the better off my state of mind 
will be next year when the rebuilding 
program finally takes off and I have to 
watch four rookies learn the NBA 
ropes. Approximately eight years ago 
the fans went through the same round- 
ball metamorphosis while watching 
Cowens, White and Chaney try to fill 
the huge voids created by the depar- 
ture of Bill Russell and the Jones 


boys. 

‘One kid coming out of college who 
probably won't struggle in that first 
season is Larry Bird - the nation’s 
premiere player who was drafted 
number one last year as a gamble by 
the still-wiley Auerbach 

Bird decided to return to school to 
play his senior year and it turns out 
that the decision could put him in a 
most enviable bargaining position 
come June 24. when the Celtics will 
have until 24 hours before the draft to 
sign the blond bomber to a contract. 


I'd like to think that with the 
nucleus that’s around now - Cowens, 
Ford, Judkins, Robey, Maxwell, 
Rowe, Chaney and perhaps Nate 
Archibald - that three or four talented 
rooks could come in and send this 
once-aged team over that losing 
hump. 

The idea of changing the Celtics’ 
style of play to fit the talent at hand is 
ludicrous. The system of fast- 
breaking and pressing on defense has 
been the most successful in basketball 
for this.team in the past and there is 
no reason why Auerbach can’t draft 
the people who can play within the 
system and give us some interesting 
basketball instead of the one-on-one 
Cleveland Cavalierish garbage that is 
dominating the league now. 

Unfortunately for the Celtics their 
‘owner is a devotee of shoot ‘em up 
basketball. Why else would he deal 
away three first round draft picks to 
the Knicks for Bob McAdoo? 

With another draft choice the 
Celtics coyld begin rebuilding around 
Larry Bird. The needs of this team 
are now painfully obvious. 

1. Bird - a passer 
and shooter extrodinaire - with an 
almost automotic turn-around jumper 
from anywhere on the floor. He can 
rebound and that is a bonus. He 
reminds me of a totally unselfish Rick 
Barry, his only weaknesses being that 
he sometimes is afraid to dribble in a 
crowd and his speed isn't the greatest. 

But team him with Cedric Maxwell 
and you have potentially the best 
young frontcourt in tte N.B.A. Be 
forewarned however that this duo 
won't be super defensively - but 
they'll get by 

2. A quick penetrating young guard. 
If there is anything resembling a Phil 
Ford around - grab him. 3. A smart- 
heady player - namely Duke's Jim 
Spanarkel who makes me very ex- 
cited every time I see him on the tube. 

4. A power forward in the true sense 
of the word. He is a man who will do 
nothing but crash the boards - clearing 
hodies in his wake while playing ade- 
quate defense. An unselfish player 
who can make a practice when called 
upon.’ I think I just described Kermit 
Washington. 

"What one must realize when plan- 
ning ahead for the new Celtics is that 
it is likely that Dave Cowens will 
never be the scrambling, board- 
banging Cowens of old. He is not 25 
years old anymore. He is 30 and look- 
ing more and more like a wearing-thin

90 at that. You can't exert yourself 
against the Jabbars, Laniers and 
Reeds for eight years as he did and 
not lose something.
